The indices of the Dallas County Sheriff Departmeit were 
searched with negative results regarding SUBJECT. The search 
was conducted by Deputy Sanders. 

The indices of the Criminal Intelligence Section reveals 
that on October 30, 1961, BILLY JCE HUCKAKC, DPP # 'tllOZ , an 
inmate in the Texas Department of Corrections, requested per- 
mission to correspond viith STJBIECT. (Refer Int. 78-'l-50). 

SUBJECT was interviewed ty the undersigned officer, and 
SUBJECT stated that he, HUBERT SAVAGE. MARGARET SAVAGE. NOLAN 
BURTON , and ESTELL E BURTON were at the "SILVEJI SPUR, 1717 S, 
EEVAT STREET, on April 3,' 1955, oeJ.ebrating. SUBJECT further 
stated that they were drinking after curfew. SUBJECT stated 
that JACK RUBT came to their table, and told them to leave. 
SUBJECT then stated that they stood up, and started to leave, 
and RUBT started using abisive language, and pointed a pistol

HARVET OSWALD was on television, never in person. SUBJECT 
stated that he had never seen RUB? and OSWALD together.
